In the pre- | 
face of the book, it is definitely | 
stated that the publication includes 
all those whose contributions to pure 
science have been noteworthy events | 
of the interval since the latest pre- 
vious publication. 

The biography of Mrs, Tessmann, 
given in the volume and taken from 
the Register states that she received 
her A. B. degree at Carlton college | 
in 1904 and her Master’s degree at| 
Mt. Holyoke in 1906. She was 
stationed at Mt. Wilson observatory | 
from 1906 to 1914 and at Goodsell 
observatory from 1916 to 1918. Her 
research in solar rotation, | 
radial velocity, and asteriod posi-| 
tions has been especially commend- | 
ed. | 

The friends and students of the 
popular and respected instructor are 
delighted with the compliment paid 
her by the inclusion of her name in} 
the roster of the nation’s most dis- | 
tiguished scientists. Once again the 
world has found a beaten pathway to 
the door of merit.
